PREFACE 


A  school  and  college  edition  of  the  Schimmelreiter,  which 
is  probably  the  best  of  Theodor  Storm's  stories  from  an  aes- 
thetic and  a  technical  point  of  view,  is  herewith  offered  for 
the  first  time. 

The  scene  of  the  story  is  laid  on  the  west  coast  of  Schles- 
wig  near  Husum,  the  author's  native  town.  The  actors  are 
only  Frisian  peasants ;  but,  while  actors  and  action  are  local 
and  homely,  they  present  types  and  truths  that  are  universal 
and  eternal.  The  pervading  tone  is  as  invigorating  as  are 
the  breezes  from  that  North  Sea  mentioned  so  frequently  in 
the  text. 

The  style  of  the  work  is  powerful  The  language  is 
hardly  simple,  yet  with  the  aid  of  the  ample  vocabulary 
the  book  may  be  profitably  used  by  beginners  as  well  as 
by  more  advanced  students. 

The  editorial  apparatus  consists  of  this  vocabulary,  notes, 
and  practical  exercises. 

The  exercises  are  of  different  kinds,  and  may  be  ex- 
tended or  varied  by  the  instructor.  They  are  prefaced  by 
a  concise  statement  of  sentence-construction  with  a  review 
table  attached,  and  consist  of  connected  passages  in  Eng- 
lish based  on  a  portion  of  the  text,  of  questions  to  be 
repeated  by  the  students  and  answered  in  ierman,  and  of 
a  series  of  themes  suggested  by  the  text  for  free  German 
composition. 

The  notes  aim  at  being  suggestive,  and  are  explanatory 
only  where  absolutely  necessary.    While  English  is  largely 
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employed,  considerable  use  i?  made  of  the  language  of  the 
text  in  the  hope  that  the  student  may  be  led  thereby  to 
think  in  German  and  thus  to  appreciate  the  work  better  as 
a  piece  of  literature.  . 

For  the  better  understanding  of  the  book  the  mtroduc 
tion  supplies  a  biography  of  the  author,  together  with  an 
account  of  the  gieat  historical  event  which  so  materiaUy 
affected  his  life,  and  short  suggestive  appreciations  of  the 
Sohimmelretter  and  of  his  other  works  in  general.

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INTRODUCTION 


THEODOR  STORM— HIS  LIFE  AND  WORK 

Theodor  Storm  was  born  on  the  14th  of  September,  1817, 
in  Husum  on  the  North  Sea,  one  of  the  largest  commercial 
towns  of  Schleswig.    His  father  was  a  respected  lawyer  in 
easy  circumstances ;  his  mother  was  a  woman  of  cheerful 
disposition,  a  lover  of  art  as  well  as  of  nature.    The  boy 
was  brought  up  under  pious  influences.    While  at  school  in 
his  native  town  he  became  familiar  with  the  great  German 
authors,  Lfssing,  Herder,  Goethe,  and  Schiller.    At  the 
same  time  he  had  leisure  and  opportunity  to  listen  to  and 
imbibe  the  tales  of  servants  and  aged  women ;  for  in  the 
Storm  home  were  an  elderly  servant,  a  grandmother,  and 
also  a  great-grandmother,  who   all  entertained  him  with 
their  stories  of  former  times.   Moreover,  when  not  occupied 
with  his  school  tasks  he  was  wont  to  ramble  through  fields 
and  neglected  gardens  or  along  the  sea-shore,  and  to  play 
in  empty  rooms  and  buildings.   All  of  these  things  con- 
tributed not  a  little  to  the  development  of  his  imaginative 
powers,  and  provided  motives  for  most  of  his  later  works, 
his  mind  being  thereby  well  stored  with  romantic  ideas  and 
folklore  and  impressed  with  local  climatic  conditions  and 
topography. 

In  the  year  1835,  while  attending  the  Gymnasium  or  High 
School  in  Ltlbeck,  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Emanuel 
Geibel  and  Ferdinand  Rose.  With  Rose  young  Storm 
studied  Goethe's  Faust  and  the  technic  of  poetry.  In  1837 
he  pursued  the  study  of  law  at  the  University  of  Kiel,  aa 
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his  father  had  done  before  him.  Not  finding  things  satis- 
factory in  Kiel,  he  went  to  Berlin  the  year  following.  There 
he  was  able  to  continue  his  studies  more  effectively,  and  had, 
moreover,  opportunities  for  seeing  good  theatrical  perform- 
ances. However,  he  returned  to  Kiel  next  year,  where  he 
formed  a  close  friendship  with  the  brothers  Theodor  *  and 
Tycho  Mommsen,  who  exercised  a  marked  influence  on  his 
literary  talent.  The  three  published  conjointly  a  Liederbuch. 
It  was  here  that  he  first  became  acquainted  with  the  work 
of  the  Swabian  poet,  Eduard  Morike. 

After  finishing  his  legal  studies  at  the  University  of 
Kiel,  Storm  settled  in  Husum  and  began  to  practice  law. 
In  1847  he  married  Constanza  Esmarch,  and  the  marriage 
proved  to  be  a  happy  one  till  her  death  in  1865.  Many  of 
his  poems  are  addressed  to  her.  Although  he  carried  on  a 
very  successful  legal  practice,  he  nevertheless  found  time 
to  devote  to  poetry.  Among  other  literary  productions  he 
wrote  at  this  time  Immensee  for  BiemazVs  Volksbuch,  and 
Mn  griines  Blatt.  Storm's  genius  was  markedly  lyrical, 
yet,  though  he  confesses  he  never  had  any  desire  to  pro- 
duce dramatic  works,  he  probably  did  try  his  prentice  hand 
at  this  kind  of  composition  also.  The  lyrical  element  is 
noticeable  in  his  prose  works  generally.  It  predominates 
in  the  short  and  pretty  tale,  Immensee. 

It  is  this  little  work  which  really  ushers  in  Storm's  lit- 
erary career.  But,  like  the  other  earlier  productions,  it  is 
faint  in  outline  and  vague  in  expression.  More  perfect  works 
are  to  come,  however.  Storm  lacked  as  yet  the  necessary 
experience  of  life,  and  the  tragical  passion  which  it  bring*?. 
He  acquired  this  in  due  course  and  more  especially  by  the 
experiences  through  which  he  passed  during  the  political 
upheavals  cf  Schleswig  and  Holstein. 

1  Theodor  Mommsen  (1817-1903)  became  celebrated  afterwards  as 
the  historian  of  ancient  Rome. 
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These  duchies  were  politically  Danish,  but  an  influential 
portion  of  the  population— though  probably  not  the  majority 
—  were  German  and  agitated  for  severance  from  Denmark 
and  entrance  into  the  German  Confederation.^    Storm  took 

1  Schleswig  and  Holstein  had  been  parts  of  the  Danish-Norwegian 
monarchy  since  1779  (Norway  was  ceded  to  Sweden  in  1814).  In  1815 
the  king  of  Denmark,  Frederick  VI  (1808-1839),  who  was  also  duke  of 
Holstein  and  Lauenburg,  became,  as  such,  a  member  of  the  diet  of  the 
German  Confederation.    In  those  days  German  influence  was  mak- 
ing itself  felt  in  the  Danish  territories,  particularly  in  Schleswig  and 
Holstein ;  its  political  trend  was  shown  in  an  agitation  to  effect  a  union 
of  the  two  duchies.  Under  Frederick  VI  a  Danish  national  movement 
began  in  opposition  to  this  influence.    The  political  programme  of  the 
national  movement  included  incorporating  Schleswig  with  Denmark 
and  making  Holstein  a  Dani&h  province.   The  demand  of  the  duchies 
for  a  joint  parliament  was  rejected,  but  they  were  granted  separate 
esUtes.    Under  the  following  king,  Christian  VIII  (1839-1848),  the 
national  movement  became  still  more  pronounced.   The  attempt  was 
made  to  bring  about  a  Scaudinavian  union,  and  the  effort  to  absorb 
Schleswig  and  make  Holstein  a  province  was  continued  and  empha- 
sized.  After  an  unsuccessful  attempt  in  1844  to  induce  the  estates  to 
sanction  this  latter  project,  an  address  from  these  was  presented  to  the 
king  to  the  effect  that  the  duchies  should  be  independent  and  united 
states.   This  opposition  was  strengthened  by  the  knowledge,  that  the 
male  line  of  the  Danish  royal  family  would  soon  be  extinct,  and  that 
a  local  law  excluded  women  from  rule.    To  the  above  address  the 
king  replied  by  an  open  letter  to  the  principal  European  powers,  in 
which  he  insisted  on  the  integrity  of  Denmark,  i.e.  on  the  absorption 
of  Schleswig  and  the  retention  of  Holstein  as  a  province.  His  successor 
Frederick  VTI  (1848-1863)  continued  his  father's  policy.    But  the 
revolutionary  wave  of  1848  struck  Schleswig  and  Holstein,  and  as  a 
concession  to  it  the  king  granted  Holstein  a  separate  constitution,  but 
still  insisted  on  the  absorption  of  Schleswig,  with  certain  powers  of 
local  self-government.    On  the  24th  of  March  of  the  same  year  a  pro- 
visional government  was  established  at  Kiel,  to  uphold  the  rights  of 
the  duchies  and  of  the  hereditary  duke.  At  the  same  time  the  fortress 
of  Rendsburg  was  seized.   The  diet  of  the  German  Confederation,  of 
which  Holstein  was  part,  then  took  up  the  cause  of  this  member  (and 
indirecUy  of  Schlsswig)  and  commissioned  Prussia  to  assist  Holstein  in 
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an  active  part  in  this  agitation,  and  on  its  failure  he  found 
it  preferable  to  leave  che  country  rather  than  again  submit 
to  Danish  rule.  He  applied  to  the  Prussian  government 
in  1862  for  relief,  and  in  1863  v  as  made  "Assessor"  or 
associate  judge  in  the  military  court  at  Potsdam.  Here, 
of  course,  he  missed  his  native  environment,  for  Potsdam 
is  an  inland  town,  modern  compared  with  Husum,  and,  as 
he  himself  says,  a  huge  military  barracks.  But  he  had  an 
assured  livelihood,  and  leisure,  and  his  proximity  to  Berlin 
enabled  him  to  form  the  acquaintance  of  literary  celebri- 
ties such  as  Theodor  Fontane,  Paul  Heyse,  Wilhelm  von 

its  efforts.  The  advantage  in  the  struggle  which  followed  remained 
with  the  Danes.  Peace  was  concluded  in  1850  under  the  influence  of 
a  new  diet,  which  actually  approved  of  the  Danish  contention  for  a 
united  Denmark.  Prussia  and  Austria  also  approved,  but  with  the 
proviso  that  Holstein  should  have  autonomy  as  well  as  a  voice  in  gen- 
eral affairs.  As  Denmark,  however,  kept  on  pushin''  her  advantages, 
the  old  embers  of  opposition  were  revived  both  in  the  duchies  and  in 
the  diet.  Here  in  1858  the  matter  was  again  brought  up  on  the  initia- 
tive of  Prussia  and  Austria.  Frederick  VII  accordingly  revoked  the 
arrangement  of  1862  regarding  Holstein.  Encouraged  by  this,  a  move- 
ment was  begun  in  the  duchies  for  separation  from  Denmark  and  union 
with  the  German  Confederation,  while  a  similar  agitation  was  carried 
on  in  Germany.  An  address  was  presented  to  the  king  of  Denmark 
by  the  estates  of  Holstein  for  the  union  of  the  duchies ;  and  on  its 
rejection  appeal  was  made  to  the  diet  of  the  German  Confederation. 
Denmark  then  granted  Holstein  further  concessions,  but  insisted  on 
receiving  tribute.  The  diet  demanded  the  union  of  the  duchies,  which 
Denmark  refused,  taking  steps  to  absorb  Schleswig.  King  Frederick 
died  at  this  juncture  (1863),  and  was  succeeded  by  Christian  IX  of  a 
different  family,  wLo  sanctioned  his  proceedings.  Thereupon  the  diet 
commissioned  Hanover  and  Saxony,  and  in  second  instance  Prussia 
and  Austria,  to  execute  its  mandate  agaiist  Denmark.  The  Danes 
yielded  after  the  loss  of  several  battles,  and  peace  was  concluded  in 
October,  1864,  whereby  Holstein  and  Lauenburg  went  to  Prussia  and 
Schleswig  to  Austria.  Two  years  later,  1866,  these  two  powers  fought 
over  their  respective  rights,  when  Austria  was  defeated,  arid  Schleswig 
also  fell  to  Prussia. 
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Merkel,  Joseph  von  EichendorfP,  and  others,  and  to  become 
a  member  of  the  literary  club,  "  Rutli."  Such  intercourse 
was  a  source  of  inspiration  to  him,  and  served  not  only  as 
a  means  of  broadening  his  mental  horizon  and  increasing 
his  knowledge  of  the  world,  but  also  of  maturing  his  judg- 
ment and  perfecting  his  taste.  Daring  his  residence  in  Pots- 
dam he  wrote  Im  Sonnenschein,  Angelika^  and  Wenn  die 
Apfel  reif  sind. 

In  the  year  1855  he  accompanied  his  parents  to  Heidel- 
berg, which  his  father,  who  had  studied  there,  desired  to 
revisit.  Theodor  undertook  the  journey  all  the  more  readily 
as  he  hoped  to  meet  Eduard  Morike,  that  kindred  spirit 
with  whose  poetry  he  had  become  acquainted  during  his 
second  stay  at  Kiel.  He  was  well  received  by  the  southern 
poet,  whose  personality  pleased  him  no  less  than  his  poetry 
had  done.  An  interesting  account  of  the  visit,  as  well  as 
an  estimate  of  Morike's  work  and  talent,  has  been  left  by 
Storm  in  Erinnerungen  an  Eduard  Morike  (1876). 

In  1856  our  author  was  transferred  to  Heiligenstadt  in 
Thuringia  to  act  as  district  judge.  There  was  much  in  his 
new  abode  to  remind  him  of  Husum  with  its  surrounding 
country  and  people.  He  enjoyed  the  pleasures  of  a  limited 
social  circle,  and  made  some  select  and  valued  friends  whose 
intercourse  was  appreciated  and  profitable.  Tho  seclusion 
of  the  place  and  the  consequent  absence  of  much  social  and 
mental  dissipation  were  also  to  his  advantage.  He  had  more 
time  for  contemplation,  the  result  of  which  was  greater  liter- 
ary activity.  This  is  evinced  by  the  following  works,  pro- 
duced here :  Auf  dem  Staatshof,  Spate  Rosen,  Drtiben  am 
Markt,  Im  Schlofi,  Veronika,  Auf  der  Universitdt,  Abseits, 
Begentrtide,  Bulemanns  Haus,  Unter  dem  Ta/anenhaum, 
Der  Spiegel  des  Cyprianus,  and  Von  jenseits  des  Meers 
(completed  later  in  Husum).  But  although  these  works  are 
profounder,  and  more  logical  in  their  action  and  characters. 
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they  still  hc^e  in  a  marked  degree  the  vague  and  mysterious 
element  so  characteristic  of  Storm's  earlier  productions. 
Events  and  characters  appear  as  if  through  a  mist  or  from 

behind  a  cloud. 

In  1864,  when  Schleswig  and  Holstein  were  taken  from 
Denmark,  Storm  returned  to  Husum,  where  he  soon  became 
Vogt.  Thus  he  was  once  more  in  the  midst  of  his  beloved 
surroundings,  under  old  conditions  and  in  the  exercise  of 
his  favorite  profession.  And  so  he  was  enabled  to  familiar- 
ize himself  still  further  with  the  past  of  his  native  town, 
the  surrounding  country,  the  traditions  and  the  customs 
of  the  people.^  Storm  was  now  a  mature  man  of  ripe  and 
varied  experience  -  a  fund  from  which  to  draw  material 
for  literary  productions  of  the  greatest  value.  The  vague 
outlines  of  previous  productions  begin  to  disappear,  and 
their  melancholy  resignation  is  replaced  by  deeper  tragedy. 

1  As  has  been  already  seen,  the  popi^ation  of  Schleswig  was  not 
homogeneous,  although  all  of  Germanic  origin.   The  German  (or  High- 
German-speaking)  population  at  this  time  was  largely  confined  to  the 
towns,  and  perhaps  their  immediate  environments,  where  it  formed  a 
d'stinct  and  aristocratic  caste  in  contradistinction  to  the  Danes,  (and 
perhaps)  Frisians  and  Plattdeutsch,  who  formed  the  humbler  and 
rural  or  vUlage  portion  of  the  population.   This  difference  is  possibly 
shadowed  in  the  Schimmelreiter,  where  H?nke  maybe  taken  to  repre- 
sent the  German  (Storm  himself)  and  the  opposing  actors  the  Danish 
element.    The  numbers  of  these  three  elements  in  the  population  of 
Schlesvig  at  the  time  of  which  we  are  speaking  vary  more  or  less  ac 
cording  to  different  authorities.   For  present  purposes  the  following 
approximate  figures  may  suffice :  Total  population  340,000,  population 
speaking  Danish  only  (about  a  third)  and  Danish  and  German  together 
185  000,  Frisians  75,000,  Plattdeutsch  80,000.  Danish  was  spoken  ex- 
clusively in  a  large  somewhat  wedge-shaped  district  whose  base  wm 
the  northern  frontier  of  Schleswig,  Plattdeutsch  in  the  eastern  half, 
Frisian  in  the  western,  and  a  mixture  on  the  islands  off  the  west 
coaat.   Danish,  in  addition  to  its  special  district,  was  scattered  every- 
where, and  High  German,  as  said  above,  in  the  towns.  At  present 
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Chief  of  these  works  may  be  mentioned  Aquis  Submersus, 
Pole  PoppenspUler  {PaulderPuppenspieler),BSid.EinstUler 
Musikard,  masterpieces  that  made  their  author  known  and 

famous. 

In  1866  Storm's  wife,  his  faithful  and  helpfu'  companion, 
died.    Yet  in  due  time  she  found  a  successor  —  and  a  worthy- 
one  —  in  Dorothee  Jensen,  the  friend  of  his  sister,  and  also 
of  his  first  wife.   In  1 874  he  lost  his  father,  whose  last  words 
were,  SBaS  nun  ?    In  1880  Storm  was,  in  accordance  with  his 
own  wishes,  relieved  from  his  official  duties.    Soon  after- 
wards he  moved  to  a  country  residence  in  Hademarschen, 
the  district  south  of  Husum,  and  there  devoted  the  last 
eight  years  of  his  life  to  literary  pursuits,  varied  by  gar- 
dening and  music.    In  the  latter  recreation  his  youngest 
daughter  frequently  took  part.    His  family  life  was  on  the 
whole  a  happy  one,  though  not  without  its  dark  side.    A 
son  died  prematurely  from  the  effects  of  youthful  dissipar 
tion.    His  own  health  became  gradually  enfeebled,  which 

the  three  dialects  are  still  spoken,  but  the  school  and  official  language 
is  of  course  High  German.
